PANAMA RECORDS 
HELP ROOSEVELT. 


Thorough Examination of All 


Papers Regarding Purchase 
Supports Every Conten- 
tion He Made. 


CANAL HIS ONLY DESIRE. 


America Set Own Price and 
Bought Land and Machinery 
Direct from the Old 
- French Company.

Washington, D. C., Deo. 9.—{Special.}— 
When President Roosevelt wrote his letter 
to William Dudley Foulke concerning the In- 
sinuations of impropriety on the part of the 
administretign, Douglas Robinson, the presi- 
dent's brother-in-law, and Charles P. Taft in 
the purchase of the Panama canal property 
he declared all the papers relating to the case 
were open to the public. 

For threé days.a representative of Tum 
TRIBUNE has been overhauling these papers. 
In them was nothing to indicate the govern- 
ment officiajs connected with the purchase 


had any knowledge of the ownership of the: 


stock in the company which owned the prop- 
erty or that any Americans were interested 
in the matter. 
, The president always has taken the posi- 
tion, and does so today, that he does not care 
& rap whether Frenchmen or Patagonians 
the $40,000,000 paid by the United States 
for the canal. The thing he was after was 
to se the canal for the United States, and he 
gO 
American Board Fixed Price. 

The price paid was determined by a board 
of United States officers after a careful and 
thorough investigation on the isthmus, and 
the authority to pay that sum was given to 
the president by congress after the whole 
matter had been thrashed out in both houses. 

So far as this government knew or hed any 
occasion to inquire, the persons with whom 
it dealt for the canal property were French- 
men or their representatives, and the French- 
man who receipted for the ,000,000 was 
the representative of the Panama Canal com- 
pany, duly accreditec by the civil tribunel of 
the Seine. | 

Neither the president nor any one acting for 
him made any investigation at the time of 
the purchase as to the personnel of the new 
Paname Canal company. Whoever got the 
money sold to the United States for it prop- 
erty which the United States wanted and had 
appraised at that sum. 


Morgan Firm America’s Agent. 
Investigation shows that the initial step 


in paying the $40,000,000 to the French gov- 
ernment wag the deposit of money with J, 


“P. Morgan & Co., who acted as the 


agents of this government. In accordance 
with the decision of the civil) tribunal of the 
Seine, Morgan & Co. transferred this money 
to Jean Pierre Gautreon, the liquidator, or 
receiver of the old Panama Canal company 
appointed under the supervision of the 
French court, who acted for the new Pana- 
ma Canal company as well as for the old 
company. 

Gautreon receipted for the entire §$40,000,- 
000, his receipt specifying the dfstribution of 
the money among the various French inter- 
ests who had been determined upon by arbi- 
trators appointed by the French court and 
whose award had been approved by that 
court. 

It was just such a transaction as would be 
the payment of money in this country to the 
receiver of a concern who had been ap- 
pointed by a federal court. : 


French Company Asked $100,000,000. 

When the proposition to sell the cana} to 
the United States was first made in Paris 
the price set by the Frenchmen on their prop- 
erty was §100,000,000." That offer was de- 
clined by the Americans. 

Thereupon the canal commission, known 
as the Walker board because Admiral Walk- 
er was its head, made an investigation of 
the property on the isthmus and reported that 
$40,000,000 would be a fair price for every- 
thing owned by the French, including the 
right to construct the canal. After that re- 
port was rendered congress passed a bill 
which was approved on June 28, 1902, author- 
izing the president to secure the property 
of the canal company and the perpetual con- 
trol of a strip of land six miles wide across 
the isthmus, the land now known as the 
“oanal gone.”’ The $40,000,000 was appro- 
priated by that act for the purchase of the 
French rights and property. 

In the meantime, the canal company had 
held a general meeting of its stockholders 
and authorized its council of administration 
to make an offer to the United States for the 
sale of the canal. The council did make an 
offer of $40,000,000 in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Walker board, 


Knox Decides Title Rights. 
Thereupon, after having secured the au- 
thority of congress and the appropriation of 
the money, the president set to work to con- 
clude thedeal with the Frenchmen. The first 
thing to do was to examine the title of the 


| Frenchmen and see that they were in posi- 


tion to transfer it to this government clear 
and unclouded. 

That work was given to Senator—then At- 
torney General—P. C. Knox of Pennsylva- 
nia. Mr. Knox made an exhaustive examina- 
tion of the entire matter and had the benefit 
of the advice of expert French counsel. The 
appraisal of the property having been made 
already by an American board, the only thing 
which concerned Mr. Knox was the validity 
of the title. He finally satisfied himself on 
that score, and reported to that effect to the 
president. | 

Thereupon two of the attorney general's 
assistants, W. A. Day, now corrected with 
an insurance company in Néw York City, 
and Charles W. Russell, still in the depart- 
ment of justice, were sent to Paris to close 
out the deal The offer of sale included all 
the “ property. and archives” of the canal 
company. 

Owners Consent to Sale. 

April 23, 1004, there was held in Paris a 
general meeting of the stockholders of the 
new canal company, at which the final vote 
was taken, confirming the action of the 
council of administration in making the sale. 

On May4 following the forma! transfer of 
the property took place. Day and Russell 
went. through the books and papers of the 
eompany in Paris and selected what they

It recommended to the coun- 
cil a mandatory ordinance to compel the road 
to elevate its tracks in Austin where it now 
runs on the surface. - 

Back of this ordinance is the promise of 
Mayor Busse that if the road does not accept 
it he will not wait for the courts to decide 
whether the council has the power to pass 
such an ordinance, but will make life just as 
uncomfortable for the railroad management 
as @ determined mayor can. The things he 
can do to the road are in the “ too numerous 
to mention ” class. 


Council of War Decides 

The matter started at a conference in the 
mayor's office in the morning, at which, in 
addition to the mayor, were Supt. of Track 
Elevation Raymer, Corporation Counsel 
Brundage, Chairman Foreman of the local 
transportation committee, Ald. Bennett, and 
Ald. Egan and Young. the subcommittee of 
the track elevation committees. The latter 
two made a formal report. 

First, they said the terms on which Presi- 
dent Clarance Knight of the road wanted to 
treat with the city were preposterous, His 
demand that as consideration for elevating 
the tracks he be allowed a fourteen years’ ex- 
tension of hie franchise, a franchise for a 
Humboldt park branch, the right to do an 
express business, and other concessions were 


out of proportion to what he was willing to 


concede. At the same time there was no 
guarantee that if the privileges were given 
him he then would elevate the Austin tracks, 

It then wae decided that the only thing to do 
wae to proceed without any regard as to 
what Mr. Knight did or did not want. 


Committee Does Not Hesitate. 

Wher the committee on track elevation met 
in the afternoon it recommended the manda- 
tory ordinance without any argument.” 

The claim has been made that a manda- 
tory ordinance to which roads refused to 
agree would not stand in the courts. Good 
lawyers always have contended, however, it 
would, and the roads always have recognized 
that it wae in the.power of a mayor and 
city council to make so much trouble for an 
objecting road that they have made the best 
terme through @ contract ordinance they 
could. 

But this time Mr. Knight flatly refused un- 
less he could get what he wanted. He re- 
peated that refusal yesterday, saying he 
never would agree to it, because he could not 
raise the money to elevate the tracks unless 
the favors he asked were forthcoming.

Lawyer Accuses Former Head of 
-Fidelity Funding Concern

Pittsburg. Pa.. Dec. 9.—[{Special.]—Pitts- 
burg today became the storm center of the 
Keiran Fidelity Funding company scandal.. 
Seven suits were entered in the United States 
courts here by eastern banking institutions 
to recover on notes which bear the stamp of 
P. Ji. Keiran. It is estimated. tonight that 
religious institutions and societies in the 
Pittsburg district have been involved to the 
extent of $400.000. 

Many priests of the Pittsburg district say 
they have been ruined absolutely. Charges 
of forgery and raising of notes are freely 
made. i 

Four of, the suits entered in the local fed- 
eral Circuit court state claims against insti- 
tutions and societies. The claims in the four 
principal suits are as followm Carnegie 
Trust company of New York against the Rev. 
Jan Apol Ritkoyewski of [05 Talbot avenue, 
Braddock, Pa., to recover $24,000 on seven 
different notes signed by the minister. Six 
of the notes are indorsed by Keiran for the 
ridelity Funding society ang one by the 
Fidelity Funding society. 


Orphan Asylum Is Sued. 


Another sult by the Carnegie Trust company 
ig @gainst the Holy Family Orphan asylum. 
a& Polish institution at Dmsworth, Pa. Claims 
are made for $31,334.48 with interest and pro- 
test fees on notes signed by Keiran for the 
society of which he was the head. 

In another suit the American Trust com- 
pany of Boston is plaintiff. This company 
sues the society of Holy Family of near New 
Castle, Pa., for $2,589.80 on notes that were 
to have been paid at the Lawrence Trust 
company of New Castle, but which were re- 
fused payment. _ 

The National Shawmut bank of Boston is 
pidintiff in another suit in which it is suing 
the society of Holy Family to recayer 
$3,591.45 with interest and protest fees. Tikse 
notes are signed by Keiran as president of 
the Fidelity Funding society. He also spells 
his name Keeran in some of the notes. 


Attorney Makes Forgery Charge. 

Attorney Frank Piekarski is treasurer of 
the Holy Family Orphan asylum and says 
Keinin’s manipulation of notes was some- 
thing fearful; that certain papers were forged 
and raised at New Castle until they now ap- 
pear for $300,000, when they originally aggre- 
gated only $30,000, 

The Rev. Father Ritkoyewski, who is pas- 
tor of the Sacred Heart Polish Catholic 
church of Braddock, and is one of those 
sued, admits “he has been victimized by 
Keiran. He had $6,000 in stock in the Fi- 
delity Funding company, but says he finds 
by some clever manipulation of his name he 
now appears to owe over $20,000 to the con- 
cern. The priest says it will be found that 
certain New York concerns hold almost $5,- 
000,000 of Keiran's paper. 


Cromwell Explains Retention. 


New York, Dec. 9—W. Nelson Cromwell, 
who it had been reported was requested by 
Cardinal Gibbons to take hold of the Fidelity 
Funding company and reorganizé it, said 
today, in reverting to the matter: 

“Word was brought to me that it was 
Cardinal Gibbons’ desire that I should act 
in this matter. I was asked by eight or ten 
bishops and archbishops to take up this sub- 
ject, which has relation to the financial difi- 
cukles of twenty or thirty Roman Catholic 
churches. This request was made to me two 
or ee weeks ago. My reply was that if 
practically all the churches were united then 
I would consider whether I would act. 

“To overcome my reluctance, I have been 
receiving letters, statements and requests of 
all kinds. I will probably not reach my con- 
clusions for at least a week as to whether I 
shall act.” 


CHICAGO, CREDITORS OPTIMISTIC. 

Three local banks and one Chicago lawyer 
are creditors of the Fidelity Funding com- 
pany, the New York corporation which is in 
the hands of a receiver. But while the 
police are searching for P. J. Keiran, presi- 
dent of the funding company, the Chicago 
creditors are most optimistic as to the ful) 
payment of their claims. 

The Mutual bank in the Heyworth building 
holds abott $85,000 worth of the notes, and 
Attorney Charles H. Hamill, it is said, is 
the possessor of notes amounting to about 
$135,000. Mr. Hamill would not reveal the 
names of his clients.

RAID A"STATE STREET DANCE” 


Police Prevent Oriental Exhibi- 
tion in 5 Cent Theater, — 


ARREST 14 AND CLEAR HOUSE 


Performers Booked as Inmates of a 
Disorderly Place,

“Museum row” in State street was given 
a rude jolt last evening when police from 
the Harrison street station raided a 5 cent 
theater—the Palace of lllusions—and arrest- 
ed fourteen performers. Five of those hur- 
ried to the station in the patrol wagon were 
women. All were Booked under the charge 
of being inmates of a disorderly house. 

Just why the raid was orderedis not known, 
but Henry Thurston, manager of the place, 
blamed his “‘ refusal to be whipped into line ”’ 
for the First. ward ball, to be held at the 
Coliseum next Monday night, for his trou- 
bles. He asserted that he had not “ con- 
tributed 1 cent,” and declared that the “ ar- 
rests probably followed because of jealousy 
on the part of other museum proprietors in 
the vicinity, who had a stronger pull.” 

Inspector Wheeler, who ordered Sergeant 
John Duffy to make the raid, left the 
station imanediately afterwards and could 
not be found later. 

The performers were kept in custody only 
twenty minutes, being released on bonds 
signed by Ike Roderick, professional bonds- 
man, at the station. They returned to the 
theater and were allowed to resume the per- 
formance without further police interfer- 
ence, 

| Police Interrupt Barker. 

The raid was made shortly before q o'clock, 
when the little playhouse, which is located 
at 310 State street, was crowded with specta- 
tors. K. Mitchell, one of the “ barkers,” was 
telling the audience that the dancers would 
appear in another section of the theater when 
he was interrupted by the police. 

“ Every country has its dance,”’ he shouted 
to the persons in front of him. “ Why not 
learn of the beauties of the national dance of 
the orient? You can see it here asin no other 
museum in the city.’’ 

‘*There will be no more dancing here this 
evening,” called Sergt. Duffy, who entered 
at that minute. “You are all under arrest 
and will have to go to the station.”’ 

Despite the protests of Manager Thurston, 
he was compelled to ‘‘clear the house,” and, 
accompanied by his followers, bundled intoa 
waiting patrol wagon. Those arrested were 
Julia Gaski, Goldie Sheehy, Mrs. James Da- 
vis, Cleo Grassie, Gladys Wells, Kelly Mitch- 
ell, James Turner, Ray Tilford, Adam Ab- 
bott, James Davis, Frank Kapalde, Lawrence 
Damwato, T. Oliver, and Henry Thurston. 

“The place was raided because of the na- 
ture of the dances being given there,” said 
Sergt. John Duffy. “ We have had severa? 
complaints from persons regarding the the- 
ater. There is nothing more to it than that.” 

It was reported other arrests along State 
street might follow today. 


Says Others Are Just as Bad. 

“T have no idea as to why I should be 
singled out from all these places along State 
street,’ said Thurston, “I started Op here 
less than two months ago, and have a license 
giving me the privilege to hold shows at this 
address. 

“It seems queer that the police should 
come so far north in the street when there 
are a dozen other places giving practically 
the same show. For one thing, I haven't 
contributed 1 cent to the ball to be held at 
the Coliseum next Monday night. 

“My dancers do not appear in tights, and 
are unusually well clothed so far as abun- 
dance éf dress goes. I will fight the case, 
and shall look for nothing more than a square 
Tis the police want to do the right kind 
of business let them ‘ pull’ every other mu- 
seum in this part of the town, for mine will 
compare favorably with any of them.’ 

The theater is one of the smal houses, and 
is probably the least pretentious of the many 
south of Van Buren street. The dancers ap- 
pear on @ smal) stage at the rear, and there 
are no seats in the place.

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STIRRING DAY WITH HORSES 


Explosion of Flashlight Bomb 
Helps to Startle Thousands. 


J. P. MORGAN IS A VISITOR. 


Reginald Vanderbilt Has a Stellar Role; 
~ Miss Bedford Rides.

There was action all the time at the horse 
show yesterday, thrills, shudders, and heart 
flutters following each other in rapid suc- 
cession, but with all the excitement noth- 


ing serious eventuated. 

The first surprise came in the afternoon 
when a bomb exploded in the west gallery 
just when 200 draft horses weighing a ton 
apiece had been assembled for the benefit 


of the audience 

A few heals previdus there had been a 
general craning of necks consequent upon 
the arrival of J. Pierpont Morgan, who 
marched/down the north passageway to the 
box of President Spoor of the stockyards, 
that gentleman accompanying him. Mr. 
Morgan had expressed pleasure at the sight 
of the big horses, had said no such exhibi- 
tion could be brought about outside of Chi- 
cago, and commended the show generally. 

When the bomb made a noise like a house 
falling down the corpulent horses pulled at 
their halters, and for an instant there was 
some confusion, but the noise turned out to 
be only an accessory to a flashlight picture. 


Reginald Vanderbilt Stellar Figure. 
Reginald Vanderbilt succeeded Morgan as 
the stellar figure of the afternoon. He made 
his first appearance in the ring in the free 
for ali hackney class and won the trophy 
with Lord Brooke, beating Tinker Bell, a 
Pennsylvania mare that was supposed to be 
invincible in such a class, while his man 
took down third prize with Lord Burleigh, 
mate to Lord Brooke. 
Vanderbilt drives even better than on his 
last visit to Chicago, two years ago, and 
shows his pleasure at winning by the sun- 
niest sort of a smile, allowed to ripple only 
after the judges have made their awards. 
But all the exciting things did not happen 
in the afternoon. G. W. Jackson pulled off 
an act during the night session that had 
several elements of interest. He had a horse 
entered in fateful class 13, and by some mis- 
understanding of the bugle calls got into the 
ring one number ahead of his place on the 
program.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS WHACKED 
BY TWO LOCAL EDUCATORS 


Prof. George Meade and Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young Criticise Methods of Training 
Boys and Girls. 


—_————eee— 


The American school system came in for 
caustic criticism yesterday at the hands of 
Prof. George Meade of the University of Chi- 
cago and Mrs. Elia Flagg Young, principal 
of the Chicago Normal school. Both were 
speakers at an afternoon meeting of the 
Chicago Woman’s club. 

** Our present public schoe'« were formed to 
supply only a small part of education—the 
three Re—and to this day the system is top 
heavy,’ said Prof. Meade. ‘* The university 
exerts its influence over the high schools, and 
the high schools exert theirs over the elemen- 
tary schools. Yet only an extremely small 
proportion of the pupils ever enter the high 
school.” 

Mrs. Young reiterated her plea for doing 
away with segregation in industria! training, 
and establishing classes for girls in the boye’ 
technieal high schools. 

“Our educational system begins at the 
top and works downward,” she said. “ The 
poor man doubts and fears that the new in- 
dustrial education is not what he wants for 
hig child, and [t is not strange, when he sees 
hig richer neighbor taking his boy from the 
public schools and putting him in the private 
schools, which have taken the initiative.”’

Texas Companions Take All the Blame 
for Killing Ducks Illegally and Pay 
Their Fines.

Unconstitutional. — 


COURT 10 DECIDE ‘POINT. 


Other Obstacles: in the Path of 
Prosecution of Indicted 
Politicians. . 


Hedged about in an. unexpected maze of 
legal complicatiéns which involye both de- 
fendants and lawyers the first legal battle 
of the primary fraud investigation ended 
last évyening. “ 

As an incident of the muddled situation the 


‘fate of Chicago’s new primary law is to be 


decided. Judge William McSurely will an- 
nounce Monday morning whether Attorney 
Clarence Darrow's attacks upon the consti- 
tutionality of the act were well founded. 

At ¢y Darrow, representing three of 
the Indicted politicians who are endeavoring 
to have the law under which they are in- 
dicted shown unconstitutional, attacked the 
validity of but a portion of the law, but lay- 
yers who have watched the case declare if 
anyone of the clauses of the primary law is 
knocked out the entire act will become void 
because of the manner in which it is con- 
structed, The law, théy say, must stand or 
fall as a whole. 

Specia) State’sgAttorney Frank J. Loesch’s 
assistants voicedtthe opinion that Judge Mc- 
Surely's- questions and assertions made dur- 
ing the hearing had indicated that he would 
uphold the law and refuse to quash the in- 
dictments. 


Loesch’s Authority Questioned. 
The present case is the plea of Attorney 
Darrow, who represents Thomas Phillips, Er- 
nest Krulwitch, and Jacob Twery, all indict- 
ed as violators of the primary law, to quash 
the indictments. Besides declaring that the 


indictments are insufficient he declared that 


certain clauses of the primary law were unD- 
constitutional. 

Any transcript of\evidence in this case 
which must bé forwaixded to « higher court 
in case of an appeal mst pass through the 
hands of A. J. Harris, clerk of the Criminal 
court, who is among those who are indicted 
as violators of the primary law. 

A printed form which accompanies all such 
transcripts sets forth, among other things, 
that “the. state’s attorney was present in 
court at the trial of the case being appealed.” 
In this case, declared one of Mr. Harris’ ad- 
herents; there is considerable doubt as to 
who ‘the state's attorney " is. 

* Certainly the Cook county state's attor- 
ney, Mr. Wayman, was not in court and he 
has taken every precaution to show that he 
is in no- way responsible for these cases,’’ said 
this man. “ Mr. Harris knows this and prob- 
ably would not certify that the state's attor- 
ney was in court. He could not call Mr. 
Loesch thé state’s attorney.”’ 


| Financial Snag in Current. 

Another of the obstacles which appeared in 
the path of a hasty trial of the other cases 
was the one which hasappeared many times— 
a financial one. The county, board of commis- 
sioners will meet within a few days to take up 
the annual budget and Special State’s Attor- 
ney Loesth’s appropriation for carrying on 
the present investigation once more will come 
up for discussion: 

One member of the board pointed out that 
State’s Attorney Wayman’s action in repudi- 
ating the fraud investigation had cast a 
doubt wpon the legality of Mr. Loesch’s posi- 
tion. In this case, said he. the board prob- 
ably would not feel justified in appropriating 
the necessary $60,000 with which to carry on 
the special grand jury work. 

“ The new. phases of the caze undoubtedly 
will be taken up when the board meets to 
take up the budget,”’ said President William. 
Busse. ‘I can’t, of dourse..say what shall 
be done. If we maké appropriations upon 
doubtful . legal hg rounds, however, any tax- 
payer can take the matter Into court and pre- 
vent us from paying the money to Mr. Loesch 
or bis assistants.” 


Wayman Resting on His Oars. 


In the afternoon information was carried 


to the office of Special State’s Attorney |, 


Loesch that Mr. Wayman probably would 
resort to quo warranto proceedings to oust 
him from his position as special state’s at- 
torney and investigator of primary frauds. 

Mr. Wayman denied that he was planning 
any move against the fraud investigation or 
the investigators. He said he had not made 
any of the statements attributed to him con- 
cerning supposed plans for nolle prossing 
the indictments already returned.

The search of the papers discloses the fact 
that nothing was brought, to this country 
which would show fm detail the personnel 
of the new Panama canal company. The 
minutes of the general meeting of stockhold- 
ers of April 28, 1004, reports only two reso, 
lutions carried, and mentions the fact that 
the first was opposed by only four stock- 
holders, representing five votes, and the sec- 
ond by only three stockholders, representing 
three votes. 

In view of the action of the French courts in 


approving thé sale to the United States’ 


Messrs. Day and Russell contented them- 
selves ‘with taking merely this report of the 
final meeting of the stockholders, and did not 
require a certi cépy of tne stock vote by 
which the final atthorization was complet éda. 

President Roosevelt had made a brief ex- 
amination of the papers relating to the title of 
the United States in the canal before he wrote 
the letter to Foulke. But apparently he had 
not thoughp of looking for any such paper as 
the regord of this stock vote. 

When this matter was called to his atten- 
tlon he at once gave directions for a most 
thorough search to be made to see if any 
such information had ever been obtained by 
this government. He also wrote to Senator 
Knox concerning It. 

The president took the position that al- 
though it made not the slightest difference to 
him who the stockholders were he was will- 
ing to do everything ig his power to facilitate 
such an inquiry. 


Knox Exp lains to President. 


Senator Knox called on the president this 
morning and made it clear why nothing bear- 
ing On this question had been brought to 
Washington. He left with the president this 
written answer to the president's note: 

Dear Mr. President: This government did not 
get the stock books of either the old or new Panama 
canal companies. We did not buy the corporations 
or their stocks. We only bought the property. We 
had fno dealings with the old company atall. That 
company and the new company adjusted their 
equities In the French courts. All I cared for 
was to see that they did adjust them in such a 
way as to protect this government. 

In the absence of any suggestion of irregularity— 
and there was no such suggestion—it was a mat4 
ter of indifference to the United States who owned 
the stock of the hew company. The only question 
was, Did we want the property at the price? Con- 
gress decided that we did, and all you had to do 
was to determine if you could get a good title to 
it and then go ahead and make the purchase. 

If there was any question as to our desire for 
the property at the price depending upon the per- 
sonnel of the stockholders, that was one for the 
congrese which decided that we would take it. 
You executed the law directing the purchase and 
that is all there is to it, so far as you are con- 
cerned. 

My recollection is that the fina! ratification of 
the sale was almost unanimous by the stockholders 
of the new. company. There were not more than 
four or five emall dissenting votes.

Judge Barnes Defers Action in 
Suit for Injunction. 


NO CHILDREN CAN ATTEND. 


Aldermen Order That They Be Barred 
from Ball This Year.

Two steps were taken yesterday to circum- 
vent opposition to the First ward ball, ad- 
vertised’ for the Coliseum Monday night, 
while the Rev. William O. Waters, pastor of 
the Grace Episcopal church, planned new Mt- 
igation to be instituted in case the present in- 
junction proceedings against the Coliseum 
company fail. 

Judge Barnes heard the arguments of At- 
torney Roy D. Keehn, representing the 
church plaintiff, but allowed Attorney L. A. 
Busby, defending the suit, until tomorrow 
morning to present his side of the case. The 
court's remarks during the hearing are taken 
to indicate that he believes the entire mat- 
ter is one for police regulation. 

However, the Coliseum management made 
one concession to the minister, by sending 
Stewart Spalding, its secretary, as specia! 
emissary to Chief Shippy to see that there is 
no repetition of the nuisances complained of. 
Ald. Michael Kenna and Ald. John J. Cough- 
lin, promoters and chief beneficiaries of the 
ball, also got busy during the day and after 
a conference with their friends issued an edict 
against the attendance of children. 


Court Receives Complimentaries. 

Just previous to stepping upon the bench 
to hear the injunction case Judge Barnes 
opened his mail and found two complH- 
mentary tickets for the ball. It amused him 
and he commented on it to the lawyers. At- 
torney Busby pleaded for time, and Attorney 
Keehn, being agreeable, it was granted. At- 
aw Keehn then presented his authori- 

es. 

Judge Barnes indicated that it was a mat- 
ter for police regulation and contended that 
if it was as bad as described in the bili it 
was a public nuisance and ought to be regu- 
lated by the state, and a bill to prevent it 
brought by a private party would not lie. 

“We are not trying to correct public 
morals, but protect our property rights,’’ 
argued Attorney Keehn. ‘ Many of the old 
communicants of the church will not per- 
mit their daughters to attend after one of 
these balls.’’ 

Upon hearing the prosecution’s authori- 
ties and contentions, the defense asserted 
that these covered continued nuisances, 
while the bill set forth a transient nuisance, 
said the police would regulate the matters 
complained of and asked that the bill be 
dismissed. Later Attorney. Keehn said be 
would present other authorities tomorrow 
morning. as he “ Gid not want’ to dischose 
his case for the benefit of the defense.’ 

Mr. Keehn also admitted another plan of 
attack would be executed if he loses this 
suit. 


Pleads Perfect Respectability.

Snugs Turn Up in Way of Sin- 
gle Emolument Plan; New 
Idea Is Suggested. 


CHANGE IN LAW FAVORED 
Amendment Would Give County 
Treasurer $10,000 in Place 
of $20,000 a Year. 


Future county treasurers may be Mmited to 
a salary of $10,000 a year, as compared with 
the $20,000 compensation of John R. Thomp- 
son, if the legislature should fix a definite 
amount of remuneration. Thestate constitu- 
tion prohibits a greater salary for any county 
officer than the salary of a Circuit court 
judge, which in this county is $10,000. 

This one of the enags that turned up yes. 
terday in the path of the movement to co- 
ordinate the obsolete and conflicting statutes 
governing the county treasurer and assign an 
adequate and definite salary to the office in 
léeu of all fees and perquisites, 


Remove the Doubt and Extra Fee? 

Tt is possible the legislature will raise the 
treasurer's salary from $4,000 to $10,000 and 
cut off his emolument of $10,500 @ year as col- 
lector of taxes in the seven Chicago town- 
ships. As there is more or less doubt about 
the legality of this compensation under the 
act consolidating the town and county of- 
fices. it has been suggested that the law be 
amended so as to remove the doubt and also 
the compensation. This would leave the 
treasurer his salary and one perquisite au- 
thorized by law—the 2 per cent commission 
for collection of the inheritance tax, which 
averages between $5,000 and $6,000 a year. 

The members of the legislature who have 
studied the problem, the county legal de- 
partment, and County Treasurer Thompson 
himself are unanimous in declaring that 
there is great need of straightening out the 
tangle of conflicting laws. 


Treasurer Explains Attitude. 

Treasurer Thompson made it plain during 
the day that he disapproves of the present 
situation. 

“I feel, however,” he said, “ that the com- 
pensation I am receiving is none too much 
for the tremendous responsibilities involved 
in this office.’’

Capt. Staunton Advocates Idea at 
Gas Convention. 


WANT 200,000 GAS STOKERS. 


Men Aceustomed to High Temperatures 
Needed on War Ships. 


The organization of 200,000 gashouse stok- 
ers of the United States into a vast naval re- 
serve force was advocated before the con- 
vention of the National Commercial Gas as- 
sociation In Chicago yesterday. 

Capt. 8. A. Staunton, a member of the neval 
board, told the convention that Uncle Sam 
will codperate wkh the gas manufacturers in 
establishing a powerful reserve force for 
American battleships. 

The appearance of Capt. Staunton hefore 
the convention in the First Regiment armory 
followed the correspondence between the 
convention officials and Admirals Dewey, 
Evans, and Pillebury. It is estimated that 
from 12,000 to 20,000 stokers will be enlisted 
immediately on the of the re- 
serve force. 

~Capt. Staunton in his address to the con- 
vention declared that although the United 
States has entered upon a policy of build- 
ing more and etter battleships naval 
experts are worried over the problem of 
properly .manning the ships for war service. 

“The naval reserve at present under con- 
sideration in Washington,’ declared the 
naval board member, “ whether a reserve of 
seamen, amisans, or firemen, would bea body 
of volunteers enrolled diregtly by the United 
States authorities. They would obey the 


| call of the president at the outbreak of war.

THE LAKE FRONT DECISION. 

The decision of Judge Dupuy squares 
‘with the pubMc interest and with public 
opinion. Whether it eventually will be 
found to square with the law remains for 
the Supreme court of the United States 
to say. There is little doubt that the 
questions involved will be carried up to 
our final court unless the reasoning of 


| Judge Dupuy impresses Mr. Ward more 


than we fear it will. The actual effect 
of erecting the museum in Grant park 
will be its enhancement as a park as we 
now understand the word, while the need 
for buildings which are used for the up- 
keep of the area and provide for the 
comfort of the public is evident. 

All that Mr. Ward has now a moral 
right to demand is that the park shall 
not be invaded by unsightly buildings or 
buildings out of keeping with the purposes 
for which parks are maintained. If he 
can be assured by legal means of this he 
ought to forego appeals and save a delay 
which will be costly and may be fatal 
to the proper development of the city’s 
chief pleasure ground. 


RAILROADS AND SHIPPERS. 
When railroads were arbitrary and ar- 
rogant violent language concerning them 
was natural and pardonable. Now that 
they -are changing their manners and 
methods and are treating customers with 
some measure of civility such language is 
out of place. It is a belated echo of the 
fierce talk of earlier years and answers 
no good purpose, 

The change in the attitude of the rafl- 
roads is illustrated by what has happened 
during the last year. Soon after the 
panic there came a great slump in their 
earnings. They saw in the raising of 
freight rates a way out of their difficul- 
ties. Once they would have raised them 
offhand and let the shippers protest. This 
year the great eastern trunk lines adopted 
a different eourse. They gave notice of 
their intention ‘to raise freight rates 10 
per cent. There was an immediate re- 
monstrance from shippers. It was ener- 
getic and organized and the roads heeded 
it. They postponed the proposed _in- 
crease and talked of 7 per cent instead 
of 10. They said they were ready to 
discuss the subject with shippers. They 
said they wished to educate the public 
so that it could see the roads should be 
allowed to charge more. Then they got 
down to a proposed 8 per cent raise. 
Now, judging from what Vice President 
Brown of the New York Central said 
at the dinner of the Illinois .\Manufac- 
turers’ association, the roads are about 
ready to leave rates as they are. 

The roads would not have been so 
amenable to argument and protest if it. 
bad not been for the steady improvement 
in their business. It weakened, month by 


that rates should be raised. Making full 
allowance for that, their course has been 
moderate and reasonable compared with 
what it would have been if they had felt 
themselves the masters of the law and 
the people they once thought themselves. 
~ Now that the railroads are beginning 
to retognize shippers as equals, with 
rights that must be respected, the hope of 
the establishment of amicable relations 
between them grows stronger. Intem- 
perate remarks like those made by Mr. 
O. C. Barber do not assist in establish- 
ing euch relations and should be discoun- 
tenanced. The shippers have better 
weapons than hard words. They have 
the law and public sentiment. with them. 
If they shall act in unison, as they have 
been doing of late, the railroads will not 
court a war with them. 


THE PANAMA RUMPUS. 

The United States paid $40,000,000 for 
the rights and properties of the Panama 
Canal company. Now the question is 
asked, “ Who got the money?” A reso- 
lution has been offered in the house of 
representatives for the appointment of a 
committee of inquiry. If the millions 
went to citizens of France it would be 
nobody’s business who they were and no- 
body would care to know. It is alleged, 
however, that some of the money went to 
American citizens who had bought stock 
in the canal company or were in some 
other way sharers in the proceeds of the 
sale. 

Two years ago Mr. Willism Nelson 
Cromwell testified that of the $40,000,000 
$25,000,000 was paid to the liquidator. of 
the old, original De Lesseps Canal com- 
pany in pursuance of an agreement be- 
tween the liquidator and the New Pan- 
ama Canal company which took up the 
work De Lesseps had abandoned. The 
remaining $15,000,000 went to the New 
Panama Cana! company... Mr. Cromwell 
said. that of that sum $12,000,000 had 
been distributed among the stockholders 
and $3,000,000 awaited distribution. 

There would be nothing in this to awak- 
en anybody’s curiosity if it were not that 
prior to the sale to the United States Mr. 
Cromwell was empowered under an agree- 
ment with the board of directors of the 
French company to effect with an Amer- 
ican syndicate the Americanization of the 
canal company. An American canal com- 
pany was incorporated to take over all 
the belongings of the French company. 
Furthermore, there was a_ syndicate 
agreement the subscribers to which con- 
tracted with Mr. Cromwell to pay in 
$5,000,000 in cash and take allotments in 
the new enterprise. 

There is no proof that the arrange- 
ments were carried out. The American 
government knew only the French com- 
pany im its dealings. It sent to Paris 
the $40,000,000 it paid the company. It 
has no record of the names of the stock- 
holders of the company. If there was a 
private arrangement between Mr. Crom- 
well and the canal company by which 
part of the money was to go to Americans 
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If they were to speak they could 
end to guessing and surmising. 
The main. point is, of course: Did the 
United States pay more, for the canal 
rights and properties ‘than they were 
worth? If so, it was cheated.‘ There 
goes not appear to be any evidence that 


put an 


| it made a bad bargain. As for this mat- 


ter of the alleged interest of speculative 
Americans in the proceeds of the canal 
sale, the exact truth should be ascer- 
tained, but it does not look as if that 
could be done. Senator Morgan tried 
hard to do it and failed. It is not likely 
that a new inquiry by the house of repre- 
sentatives would be. successful. 


AID TO INDUSTRY. 

Chicago. wants industries. It wants 
every one it can get. It realizes the 
value of a manufacturing establishment, 
no matter what point of view is taken. 
The recommendations made to the city 
council by the industrial commission re 
cently appointed by Mayor Busse have 
much to commend them. 

It is absolutely essential that a factory 
have switching facilities. Im the nature 
of things these switches must cross public 
streets and alleys, In many instances, 
too, in order to secure the best results 
from investment, plants must be enlarged 
where such enlargement involves the va- 
cation of streets or alleys. Unless Chi- 
cago has a just policy in these matters 
investments will be made in other places. 

If a concern is found to have taken a 
street or alley in an irregular way there 
is public indignation and demand for 
compensation. That is all right in its 
way. But it suggests the desirability of 
a definite policy, under which what needs 
to be done may be done in the open, . The 
criticisms of past action are that there 
has been delay in considering requests, 
that the grants of privileges have been 
for too short a tenure, and that an annual 
charge for switch tracks is unsatisfactory. 

The propositions are that a special 
counci] committee on local industries be 
established, representative of the different 
parts of the city, that the term of grant 
for switch tracks be made twenty years 
with privilege of revocation if desirable, 
that the present policy of compensation 
charge should continue, and that charge 
for vacation of street or alley* be de- 
pendent upon whether the city ‘by munici- 
pal act has accepted the dedication. 

The details of these recommendations 
may need alteration as the matter is con- 
sidered in council. As to the general pol- 
icy there can be no doubt. If Chicago is 
to secure the location on its many avail- 
able factory sites of industries which will 
bring population, employment, and 
wealth, it must be just and generous with 
those who respond to its appeal. 


AS TO THE WEST PARK SUPERIN- 
TENDENT. 

Rumors of the displacement of Supt. 
Jensen do not abate. On the contrary, 
they more and more justify the fear that 
in the end the influence at work to be 
rid of him will prevail. | 

The people of the west side should 
consider fully what this means. It is the 
strategy of the politicians who are inter- 
ested in Jensen’s removal to win by 
Fabian tactics, by making haste slowly, 
by beginning with plausible compromise. 
In this way public opinion will not be 
permitted to concentrate, but will be dis 
sipated by delay and weakened by appar- 
ent concession, 

A recent proposed settlement of the 
difficulty contemplates the removal of Mr. 
Jensen as superintendent and the reten- 
tion of his professional services by his 
appointment as official landscape gar- 


dener, with, presumably, control over the 


selection of his assistants, but none over 
the general employés, laborers, etc. 
Whether this or any compromise would 
be accépted by Mr’ Jensen Tue Trisune 
does not presume to say. But it suggests 
to the pepple of the west side that such a 


‘change is worthy of their careful consid- 


eration. More than Mr. Jensen’s valuable 
services is invelved. The people must 
realize definitely that any change of this 
kind is made for one purpose, and for 
one purpose only. It is not to increase 
efficiency. It is not for the sake of the 
parks or the people. It is to bring as 
many jobs as possible back into the 
spoils barrel. 

This may not prove at first a serious 
result. It is for the people of the weat 
side to consider whether or not they wil] 
let the door of opportunity be opened at 
all. It is for them to decide whether they 
will take any chance whatever.

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MONG King Edward's many preroga- 
fives dating from ancient times is the 
control which he exercises through 
the lord chamberlain of his household 
over al] the theaters, music halls, etc... 
of the united kingdom. Availing himself 
thereof, he has just caused it to be known 
that no public entertainment is to be given 

in a theater or music hall on Sundays, on 

Christmas day, or on Good Friday, “* unless 
under exceptional circumstances,”’ and then 
only if the program of that particular per- 

formance has been previously submitted to 

the lord chamberlain’s department and re~- 
ceived its imprimatur. 

While the king does net actually license 
the theaters and music halls, yet he controle 
every performance given. Nothing can be 
presented without his permission, not even 
in the way of private entertainment, at a 
theater or music hall. 

In fact, he could, by virtue of his preroga- 
tive, prevent any public or private repre- 
sentation being given at one of these houses 
of entertainment, and thus reduce ite own- 
ers to ruin, without any redrese on their 
part, unless they deferred to his views. 

Should they resist his authority they as 
well as the managers of the performance 
render themselves liable to heavy fine and 
imprisonment and to theclearing of the house 
by the police.

King Edward has been led to issuing this. 
edict with regard to Sunday performances 
by the growth and deterioration of these 
Sabbath entertainments. As in this coun- 
try, they commenced with concerts of sacred 
music. Then followed cinematograph dis- 
plays of biblical) subjects. 

The latter, as well as the sacred music, 
has long given way to much more frivolous 
and more worldly features; and, whereas 
twenty and thirty years ago al} theaters and 
music halls throughout Great Britain were 
shut on Sundays, today they are nearly all 
epen and doing a rushing business, the houses 
being Often rented on Sundays for so-called 
private entertainments, of a class which 
would not pass muster with the mass of the 
general public on a week day. 

Prompted, it is said, by Queen Alexandra, 
who is @ religious woman indeed, and urged 
by the leading ecclesiastics, not only of the 
Churoh of England but of other denomina- 
tions, the king has now turned to good ac- 
count the survival of medieval despotism 
which excited 6o much criticism at the time 
when it was invoked by subordinate officials 
of the lord chambertain’s department to pre- 
vent the performance of Gilbert and Sulll- 
van's comic opera “ The Mikado " during the 
state visit to England of several members 
of the Japanese imperial family a couple of 
years ago. 

The step taken by the king is meeting with 
the warm approve! of the vast mass of the 
population in England, where it is construed 
as furnishing another striking illustration of 
the intimacy of his constant touch with 
public sentiment. The latter, as in all Eng- 
lish speaking countries, is ever in favor of a 
respect for Sunday, and so keenly alive is 
the king to this that, although passionately 
devoted to racing, he has never in his life 
been present at the Paris Grand Prix, which 
is always run on a’ Sunday, and which is the 
greatest of races on the continent of Europe, 
and is equivalent to the English Derby. 

~~. 

Sir Ernest Cassel, not content with having 
furnished the Egyptian government with the 
means of building the great Nile dams at 
Assouan and at Assiout, is now taking a 
leading part in the construction of still an- 
other barrage at Isna, which will have the 
effect of still further adding to the acreage 
of Bgypt and of augmenting the wealth and 
prosperity of its people. 

While everybody knows that it was Sir 
Ernest Cassel] who, by furnishing the money, 
rendered possible the construction of the 
dams at Assouan and Assiout, which Mean 
so much toa country that is wholly dependent 
upon its agricultural produce, it. may be of 
interest to add that Sir Ernest has also em- 
barked tn a private enterprise tn Egypt 
which is not only calculated to prove ex- 
tremely remunerative to himself but likewise 
of considerable importance to Egypt. 

Some forty miles this side of Assouan there 
used to be an enormous desert plain known by 
the name of the Desert of Komombo, situ- 
ated about 100 feet above the level of the 
Nile. It has been acquired by Sir Ernest, and 
by means of powerful pumps at work on the 
banks of the Nile water is now raised from 
the river to a large canal some twenty-five 
miles in length, cut through the Desert of 
Komombo, 

Innumerable smal! canals branch out from 
either side of this main waterway, and by 
thus providing irrigation for sodl which has 
been arid for thousands of years he has con- 
verted the plain of Komombo within the 
space of a few years only into a land which 
lends itself to the cultivation of all the prod- 
ucts that can be raised in the Egyptian cll- 
mate.

It is widely known that Sir Ernest bufit and 
endowed, at a cost of several] million dollars, 
a great sanatorium for the treatment of 
consumption at Midhurst, in England, which 
was opened by the king and queen a couple 


arresting the ravages of what is known as 
‘the great white plague."’ But few are 
aware that Sir Ernest has similarly created 
and endowed in Egypt a hospital for the 
treatment of what is the principal plague of 
Egypt—namely: ophthalmia. 

Part of this Egyptian hospital of Sir 
Ernest’s is nomadic in character. Divisions 
thereof move about from one district of the 
country to another, with their English phy- 
siclans and nurses, theirinstruments and ap- 
pliances, and their native assistants, living 
and treating their patients in tents, remain- 
ingesometimes for months together in a 
particular place, and then moving on else- 
where. 

Sir Ernest, it must be confessed, has turned 
to useful account the vast wealth which he 
has accumulated as a banker and ‘financier. 
and must be regardé@ as deserving of the 
many tokens of warm regard which he has 
received from both the king and queen of 
England. 

He has been made a member of the privy 
council and a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Victorian Order and of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. 

Moreover, it is well known that he would 
have been made a peer ‘had it not been for the 
fact that peerages cannot be bestowed upon 
men born as foreigners and who owe their 
English citizenship to naturalization. 

This obstacle dates from the reign of King 
William III., when it was devised for the 
purpose of putting a stop to the many peer- 
ages bestowed by that monarch upon his 
Dutch favorites. 

Sir Ernest has no son, and his vast wealth 
will go to his daughter, Mrs. Wilfred Ashley, 
whose husband is the grand-nephew of Lord 
Palmerston, has inherited as such that 
statesman’s country seat, Broadland, and 
will, it is said, in course of time be raised to 
the peerage by the king. probably as Lord 
Broadland, althougih it is just possible that 
the crown may care to revive in his behalf 
his grand-uncle’s viscounty of Palmerston.

As several cases have come under my no- 
tice recently of English impostors in this 
country wearing the Victoria croes, two of 
them having actually taken part in a parade 
reviewed some time ago by Gov. Hughes of 
New York, it may be as well to call at. 
tention to the fact that the name of every 
living member of the Victoria Cross Order is 
to be found in the yearly issues of ‘‘ Whit- 
aker’s Almanack "’ and of analogous English 
works of reference that have a wide sale in 
this country and figure in every public H- 
brary. 

It is all the more necessary to mention this 
in view of the fact that the alleged possession 
of the Victoria cross is often used as a means 
of obtaining money, especially from people 
on this side of the water who have any 
English blood in their veins or English con- 
nections, since the Victoria cross is only 
awarded for altogether exceptional heroism 
in War. 

As each cross carries with ft an annual 
monetary grant, no recipient thereof can be 
entirely destitute. The order, as everybody 
knows, was instituted in 1856 by Queen Vic. 
tonla at the time of the Crimean war and 
although it carries with it no title, is the 
most highly prized of all English orders, for 
which officers and privates in the ranks are 
equally eligible.

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CONGRESS HIT BY CORTRLYOU 


Limit on Secret Service Declared 
Aid to Counterfeiters. 


LOSS TO TREASURY SEEN. 


War Department Asks That New Offi- 
cers Be Appointed. 


| Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.>~[Special.J— 
‘Secretary Cortelyou of the treasury in his 
annua! report follows the lead of President 
Roosevelt's recent message in scoring con- 
gress for limiting the power of the govern- 
ment to cope with lawbreakers by cutting 
off moneys needed for secret service work. 

In discussing counterfeiting Secretary 
Cortelyou refers to the paragrapli in the 
last sundry civil act which forbids the use 
of any money appropriated by the act “ in 
payment of compensation or expenses of any 
person detailed or transferred from the se- 
cret service division of the treasury depart- 
ment, or who may at any time during the fis- 
cal year 1900 have been employed in or under 
said secret service division.” 

In regard to this the report says: “ While 
it may have been the intention of the con- 
gress merely to put a limitation upon the 
funds available for the suppression of coun- 
terfeiting and to prevent the employment of 
secret service agents by the heads of other 
departments, the effect of this legislation 
during the five months it has been in opera- 
tion is to extend it much further, In the 
treasury department more than in any other 
there are great temptations and great op- 
portunities for the wrongdoer. In the in- 
vestigation of any tregularity which may 
be suspected or discovered the secretary 
must necessarily adopt protective measures. 
I am advised that he is within his rights in 
thus employing the services of these agents. 

‘ Modification of his statutory authority 
by the restrictive paragraph of the act is 
not only a discrimination against him, but 
distinctly to the advantage of the violators 
of the criminal statutes of the United States. 
I respectfully insist that there should be 
no question of the authority of the head 
of this department to tranefer detail, or pro- 
mote officers or employés under his juris- 
diction.”’ 

Debts Increased $58,070,201. 

Going directly into the discussion of the 
financial status the report shows @ reversal 
of conditions for the fiscal year 1908, as com- 
pared with 1907. For the latter year the re- 
ceipts were $84,236,586 in excess of the dis- 
bursements. For the fiscal year of 1908 the 
disbursements were $58,070,201 in excess of 
the receipts, due to business depression and 
increased appropriations. Fortunately, the 
report says, the available cash balance at 
the beginning of the fiscal year was $272,061, - 
445. 
The treasury was called upon in October, 
1907, to render assistance in the financial 
panic. The amount of public deposits with 
the banks reached $259,004,271 on Dec. 27, 
1907, after which it was decreased to $256,- 
920,154 by the close of the month and to $149,- 
000,000 on June 30. 

The monetary stock for the year Increased 
$263,2038,000. The growth in gold was $151,- 
744,391. In silver, $17,919,395; national bank 
notes, $94,645,227. At the close of the fiscal 
year, 1908, the money in circulation amounted 
to $8,088,015,488 or a per capita of $34.72. ‘I'he 
percentage of gold to circulation was $45.05. 
There was an increase of $94,545,227 In the 
volume of national bank notes during the 
fiscal year closed July 1, last. 

The amount of interest bearing debt on 
June 30, 1907, is shown to have been $034,002, - 
760 and on June 30, 1908, $897,503,990. 

The report shows that at the close of the 
last fiscal year there were in operation 6,827 
banking associations, with authorized capi- 
tal stock of $930,542,774. Banks to the num- 
ber of 1,878 have been closed by the vol- 
untary action of their stockholders and 469 
insolvent associations have been placed in 
charge of receivers, 


Secretary of War Report. 

Secretary of War Wright in his annual 
report recommends an addition of 612 officers 
to the army and also approves a policy for 
the elimination from the service of all offi- 
cers who fail to maintain the requisite stand- 
ard of efficiency. The necessity for more 
officers, the report states, is due to the un- 
avoidable detachment of officers from their 
regular service with troops. At present there 
are on detached duty 691 officers and 157 ad- 
ditional absent on leave or on account of 
sickness. He recommends an additional ap- 
propriation of $2,000,000 to provide these 
officers. 

The report shows that the army is now only 
9,231 enlisted men. short of the authorized 
strength, due to great improvement in re- 
cruilting. The present strength is 4,116 offi- 


' cers and 68,512 enlisted men, a total of 72,628. 


There has been a falling off in the number 
of desertions, 4.6 per cent of the whole num- 
ber of enlisted men in service during the 
fiscal year 1908 having deserted, as com- 
pared with 5.6 per cent during the preceding 
fiscal year. 

The report of the losses shows that in the 
entire army thirteen Officers and 411 enlisted 
men were killed in action or died of wounds 
or disease in the fiscal year. All diseases ex- 
cept tuberculosis show decrease. The death 
rate among the negro soldiers nearly doubled 
that among the white. 


JAP EXPOSITION JOBS HELD UP.

long interim which will elapse before the 
exposition takes place. 

The commissioners are Francis B. Loomis 
of Ohio, Francis D. Millet of New York, and 
Frederick V. Skiff of INinois.

“Spoils” Charged to President. 


Mr. Robinson of Arkansas in opposing the 
amendment vehemently declared that the 
“ spoils system ”’ had obtained in the days 
of Andrew Jackson ‘“‘and has obtained in 
large degree during the administration of 
Theodore Roosevelt.”" If representatives, he 
said, should be required to pass competitive 
examinations then high school boys would 
hold seats in congress. Illustrating his point 
that the epoils system prevailed now, Mr. 
Robinson mentioned the recent appointment 
of Daniel Keefe as commissioner of immi- 
gration. ' 

Mr. Fowler. of New Jersey was so earnest 
in his support of the amendment that Mr. 
Hepburn of Iowa asked: ‘*‘ Why are you so 
anxious to protect yourself from the possi- 
bility of appointing a scalawag?’’ 

“I do not care to save myself that re- 
sponsibility,’’ replied Mr. Fowler amid 
laughter, ‘“‘for I have no scalawags in my 
district.” 

Mr. Hepburn said the census bill and its 
provisions ‘‘ are a fair representation of the 
pretenses of our civil service.’’ He declared 
the civil service had effected no improve- 
ment, and said that men he had had ap- 
pointed twenty-five years ago were better 
clerks than those the civil service commis- 
sion was providing.

Want Interrace Marriage Record. 

Strenuous objection was advanced by Mr. 
Crumpacker to an amendment by Mr. Slay- 
den (Tex.) providing for the inclusion in the 
schedules relating to population of statistics 
showing the intermarriages of whites and 
negroes and of persons of European and Asia- 
tic origin. Mr. Crumpacker believed such in- 
quiries would be objectionable and unsafe.

DOLLIVER BILL INTRODUCED 
TO KEEP WATER OUT OF STOCK 


Senate Measure to Place Railway, Tele- 
graph, and Telephone Corporations 
More Under Interstate Control. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Special.]— 
Senator Dolliver of Iowa approves of the 
president’s idea of putting all the affairs of 
railroad, telegraph, and telephone companies 
engaged in fmterstate business under the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission, and has introduced a bill for the 
regulation and issue of securities of all such 
concerns. 

The measure is comparatively bold in its 
nature and goes far enough to satisfy the 
most rampant of those who believe that rail- 
road companies are exceeding their privi- 
leges and committing wholesale robberies of 
the people through “‘watering’’ of stock, jug- 
gling securities, and gengral manipulation of 
interests which go far beyond serving the 
public with transportation facilities. 

In order to give the interstate commerce 
commission ful) supervision over the issu- 
ance of securities of interstate concerns Sen- 
ator Dolliver has incorporated in his bill 
the La Follette plan providing for physical 
valuation of property. 

It is provided that no interstate concern 
shall issue any share of stock unless the par 
value of said stock has been paid in cash into 
its treasury or unless it is issued in ex- 
change for property or securities at a value 
not to exceed actual value equal in amount 
to at least par of stock. 

.The bill permits a corporation after the 
expiration of two years to sell its stock at 
a discount, provided the interstate commerce 
commission gives its consent, which consent 
shall be regulated according to the welfare 
of the public in regard to such transaction. 

A considerable portion of the Dill is de- 
voted to funded indebtedness. It is provided 
that bonds shall mature in no case after a 
longer period than fifty years, and that, 
taking into account the date of maturity 
and rate of interest guaranteed, they shail 
not yield to their holders a greater amount 
than 7 per cent per annum. 

Transportation concerns shall not acquire 
stocks or securities of other companies which 
have parallel Hines and competing business. 

Preferred stock shall not yield a greater 
dividend than 8 per cent. All stock not is- 
sued according to the terms of the proposed 
law is to be illegal, with a fine of $5,000 upon 
officials and imprisonment for three years.

‘The Corn Products Refining company an- 
nounces a cut amounting to 30 points at Chi- 
cago and 26 points at New York on glucose 
sirups and starch.

It is announced the competitors of the Corn 
Products company will readjust their quo- 
tations in keeping with the actien of their 


competitor. 
Southern Steel Reorganization. 


It is announced that the plan of reorgan- 
ization of the Southern Steel company is 
progressing favorably. Some time ago suffi- 
cient assents had been received to make the 
plan operative as soon as provisions were 
completéd to raise the $2,000,060 capital re- 
quired. Of the first mortgage bondholders 
90 per cent have assented to the plan, 85 per 
cent of the holderg of collateral trust notes, 
91 per cent of the general credittrs, 30 per 
cent of the preferred stockholders, and 42 
per cent of the common stockholders. The 
reorganization committee has yntil Feb. 15 
to complete its arrangements fof turning the 
company back into the hands of the stock- 
holders. 

An Expensive Receivership. 

According to information from Pittsburg, 
the reorganization committee, the receivers, 
the lawyers, and the merchandise creditors 
committee of the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing company will receive for 
their services, if all claims are approved, 
‘more than $700,000. The receivers and the 
reorganization committee make the largest 
claims for their services. The Westinghouse 
company was in the hands of the receivers 
a little over one year. 


Wisconsin Central. 

In connection with the declaration of the 
dividend of 4 per cent on the preferred stock 
of the Wisconsin Central the following state- 
ment was issued by the directors: 

‘During the nine years of operation since 
the reorganization the company has earned 
a surplus applicable to dividends of $5,853,539, 
and three of the sald years—1901, 1904, and 
1908—were years of serious business depres- 
sion with us.
